Washington, D. C, July 35. — 

Adjt- (Irn. Corbin to ni^'ht made 
public a statement of the progress 
made in the organization of the 
regular and volunteer armies of 
the United States up 10 and in- 
cluding July 34. In the ninety 
days which have elapsed since the 
President issued his fust call for 
volunteers an army of 361,400 
nil n has been ret riiiled, mustered, 
1 ipiippcd and placed in the field, 
an achievement that has elicited 
siirjirise and admiration from the 
best informed military authorities 
of Europe. 

The per'^oniul of the army is far 
superior to that of any body of 
men hitherto raised for military 
purposes by lh<; United States. 
I-^vcry man recruited, whether for 
the regular or for the volunteer 
aiiny, has iinderj»onf a careful 
physical examination, conducted 
by disinterested and competent of- 
ficers. As a geuf ral proposition, 
therefore, the army is physically 
without flaw. Quite naturally the 
rei]iiiiemcnls for the regular ser- 
vice are more rigid than those for 
the volunteers, because lecruits 
for Ihe regular army, being con 
sidered merely as individuals, are 
obliged to undergo a more severe 
examination than the volunteers, 
many of whom are taken into the 
service as organizations. The 
statement indicates that only one 
in four applicants lor admission to 
the regular army was accepted by 
the mustering officers and medical 
examiners. In this way a notably 
high class of men has been secured 
for the army. 

Of the 216,500 volunteers au- 
thotix.id by Congress, 312,000 
have been placed in the held, 
nearly all of them fiilh r(niipped. 
In a few days the entire volunteer 
army will be thoroughly organized 
into rep,inients, brigades, divisions 
and army corps. 1 he apitude for 
military discipline and instruction 
which the \oliinteers have evinced 
has created surprise among the 
representatives of foreign govern- 
ments with Ihe United States arm> 
They agree that the Americans are 
the finest soldiers in the world.

In an article on the gro";!; cirn 
ings of railroads for June and the 
first half of this year the Pinanciaf 
Chronicle estimates tiiat the bet- 
terment of earnings as compared 
with the first six months of 1897 
must have reached more than 565, - 
000,000. It calls particular atten- 
tion to the fact that there are twer. 
ty roads or systems where the in- 
crease is in the neighborhood of 
|i, 000,000 or more. In one case 
the addition exceed.-; ^4, 000, 000. 
There is the Southern Pacihc Com 
pany, which for five months ended 
May 31 increased its earnings by 
t4ti6i,i62, which is nearly $500, 
000 more than the improvement of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad for the 
same period. It is interesting^ to 
aote the improvements in the 
Southern roads. Amon^ the nota- 
ble increases for six months were 
the Illinois Central, 12,456,544; the 
Missouri Pacihc, 51,827,630; Lou 
isville & Nashville, 11,111,734; f'e 
Southern Railway, 1905,698; the 
Memphis division of the Southern 
Railway, |ioi,2io; Kansas City, 
Pittabarg & Gulf, 1671,699; Texas 
& Pacific, 1470,706; NorTolk & 
Western, l339,a36; Chesapeake & 
Ohio, l3>9>797; Florida Central &. 
Peninsular, ?3 14,603; Mobile & 
Ohio, ^198,062. The earnings of 
eleven roads io the central South- 
ern group diirinp June amounted to 
16,732,392, which were greater 
than tba aame six months in any 
year since 1892. The earnings of 
six trunk lines during the month 
amounted to 18,420,538, less than 
those of the first six months of 1897, 
while the earnings of twenty- two 
middle and middle Western roads 
were J6, 378,986. Taken as a 
whole, the Southern railroads seem 
to be holding their own, and in 
some instances to be doing better 
than the roads in more thickly set- 
tled portiioas of the country, though 
tbare ia hardly a class of roads 
which ia not showing material im- 
provement.
